“It’s an exciting day,” 
said Carol Libby, curator 
of the Arcadia Historical 
Museum. “It’s exciting 
just about every day, 
now.” What she’s excited 
about is the $300,000 do¬ 
nation that will go toward 
the construction of a 
larger, modernized mu¬ 
seum, thanks to the Gilb 
family, outlined in last 
week’s Sierra Madre 
News. And make no mis¬ 
take, Carol can use the ex¬ 
tra space. 

“I have all sorts of pho¬ 
tographs, coin collections, 
paintings, vintage clothing 
that I hope to display on 
mannequins * they really 
come to life that way. 
More uniforms, an old 
wedding dress, and I hope 
to obtain some period fur¬ 
niture,” Libby said. Wall 
space is at a premium in 
the current building, and 
it’s easy to see why some 
of the painted and photo¬ 
graphic treasures are as of 
yet undiscovered by the 
vistitors to the museum. 

“We are so lucky to re¬ 
ceive donations, and then 
people come'm and don’t 
see what they’ve donated 
on display, and ask me 
why it’s not out. Well, 
rightnow, we justcan’tput 
everything somewhere,” 


she added. 

What is on display, 
however, pays tribute to 
the history of a City that 
knows no shortage of his¬ 
tory. Taking up a fair 
amount of display case 
space in the museum is 
what Libby calls “The 
Kjngsley Collection,” a 
series of photographs do¬ 
nated by Mary Kingsley 
Borris, whose father was 
the last ranch foreman for 
Anita Baldwin. The 
Kingsley photographs, 
mostly aerial shots, show 
the Arcadia of the 1930’s 
and early 40’s, with some 
differences from today 
(large plots of undevel¬ 
oped land, for instance) 
and some similarities 
(commercial activity on 
Huntington, and an al¬ 
ready-existing race track.) 

It wouldn’t be an 
Arcadia Historica Mu¬ 
seum without inclusion of 
the Baldwin family, of 
course, and Carol Libby 
has photographs and 
momentos of the 
Baldwins, whom she 
speaks of almost as her 
own family. “Anitti.>tfas> 
lovely lady, very shy,” she 
says. “She and her older 
sister Clara owned most of 
Arcadia.” 

Anita and Clara were 


the daughters of Elias 
Jackson “Lucky” Baldwin 
(1828-1909). Maybe you 
knew that, but did you also 
know that he didn’t par¬ 
ticularly like the nickname 
Lucky? “He always 
thought that his success 
wasn’t luck; it was hard 
work,” Libby explains. 
“People didn’t call him 
‘Lucky’ to his face. They 
called him E.J. or Mr. 
Baldwin. Mostly, they 
called him Mr. Baldwin.” 

A fair portion of the 
museum is dedicated to 
farming, from the primi¬ 
tive ranch tools, to cattle 
bones and an oil can to the 
cattle brands donated by 
the Chino Valley Bank, 
which imprinted the cattle 
in Southern California 
through the middle of the 
19th century 

There is also a section 
donated to sister city 
memorabilia, fiom Tripo- 
lis, Greece and Newcastle, 
Australia. 

In the “Who knows 
what you might findT’ sec- 
itido, there is an old miner’s 

i lamp„some rare and ex- 
qulsitejmttles thitt were 
duig up, and even thie silver 
cornet with mother of 
pearl inlaid that was used 
just after the turn of the 
century by Phillip Libby, 


Arcadia Councilman of 
the 1950’s. 

Quite a bit of space in 
the museum is also dedi¬ 
cated to military souvenirs, 
such as photografrtis of the 
Army Balloon School at 
Ross Field (World War I), 
and a collection of badges 
and medals, along with 
military bracelets, hel¬ 
mets, and uniforms, and 
even the World War II 
USMC campaign hat of 
the museum’s latest bene¬ 
factor, Charles Gilb. 

Several books on 
Arcadia and/or written by 
Arcadians can also be 
found at the museum, 
along with old machinery 
such as cash registers, 
typewriters, and cameras, 
music boxes, and railroad 
momentos. There’s even a 
piano that belonged to 
Anita Baldwin, who was 
named for Santa Anita 
Ranch, in case you won¬ 
dered (but don’t play the 
piano, or you’ll have Carol 
to contend with.) It’s safe 
to say that whatever sorts 
of treasures interest you, 
you’ll find quite a few of 
them and more at the 
Arcadia lllstoricai Mu¬ 
seum. And in the next 9-12 
months, you’ll find even 
more of them.

Last week’s City Coun¬ 
cil meeting saw the City 
Council move one step 
closer to a goal that all five 
Councilmembers share: 
Occupation of the old 
Arcadia Lumber site by a 
retail facility. R.E.I., an 
outdoor spmting goods re¬ 
tailer, is planning to con¬ 
struct two buildings on the 
site, occupying one and 
leasing the other at an un¬ 
specified future date. 
Tuesday’s meeting saw 
the approval in concept of 
the architectural design. 

“R.E.I., the company 
who bought the building, 
is a high end retailer, and 
they came in with a very 
exciting concept for the 
site. We’re really happy 
about it,” said Mayor Gary 
Kovacic. 

R.E.I., headquartered in 
Seattle, has various loca¬ 
tions, the closest of which 
is in San Dimas. The San 
Dimas store wiU be the (Hie 
moving to Arcadia. The 
move came about follow¬ 
ing a planned move to 
Moiuovia falling through. 

“I was shopping in the 
San Dimas store, and I 
asked how the move to 
Monrovia was going,” said 
Councilmember Bob 
Harbicht. ‘They told me it 
had fallen through, and I 


told them we’d like to talk 
to them about getting them 
into Arcadia.” Harbicht 
passed the number and 
name of R.El.’s real estate 
representative to Deputy 
City Manager/Economic 
Development Director 
Don Penman, and the rest 
was history. 

R.E.I. will occupy the 
larger of the two prqiosed 
buildings, and their store 
will include a huge indoor 
climbing rock, visible 
through a plate glass win¬ 
dow. Many of R.E.I.’s 
products center around 
hiking, from high quality 


backpacks and hiking 
boots to other clothing and 
accessories. 

“That property has been 
vacant for at least three 
years. Arcadia Lumber 
was an institution in 
Arcadia, and a very good 
corporate citizen,” said 
Kovacic. T’m pretty sure 
they were forced out by the 
big box lumber stores, and 
it was a shame that hap¬ 
pened, but I’m confident 
that R.E.I. will be a great 
addition to Arcadia.” 

While the site is located 
in the redevelopment area, 
Kovacic notes that the deal 


was fm: the most part a pri¬ 
vate transaction. “It’s cer¬ 
tainly going to enhance the 
area,” he added. “The 
other businesses in the 
area can’t help but ben¬ 
efit” 

Harbicht concurred, 
adding, “I think this may 
also bring other busi¬ 
nesses, although there 
aren’t that many vacan¬ 
cies. It should also have 
something of a ripple ef¬ 
fect and bring customers to 
other locations in town.” 

R.E.I. reportedly would 
like to have their store 
open for business in the 
Spring of 1999.
